For three hours and twenty minutes 
council talked Tuesday evening. The 
members also transacted a little busi- 
ness, turning down the police appoint- 
ments of Mayor Casslnghain, • receiv- 
ing the application of the Newark, 
Zanesville & Coshocton Traction com- 
pany for a franchise, giving the city 
printing to five newspapers, and pay- 
Ing the Ay res Asphalt company $800 
on account. Mr. Rinner "did the great- 
er part of the talking. 
In the vernacular of the street it 
was a warm session. Mr. Stewart, Mr. 
Brooke and Mr. Rinner occupied a 
corner of the table and there was a no- 
ticeable mingling of heads before*they 
voted on any important matter. Mr. 
Rinner was their spokesman and he 
spoke loud and often. 
At one time 
he questioned the right of the presid- 
ing officer to rule him out of order 
and it was necessary to explain it to 
him. 
Every question brought out! 


was productive of discussion and at 
times the words were sharp and to 
the point.

DEMONSTRATION 


of Wireless 
Practical Usage 


Telegraphy. 


Washington, May 1.—A demonstra- 


tion of the practical usage of wireless 
telegraphy, which occurred, in Bel- 
gium, has been reported to the state 
department. A captain of a channel 
mail steamer, which was fully equip- 
ped with wireless telegraphy apparat- 
us, reported that on nis last trip in 
he received a\ wireless message from 
a French lightship anchored some 25 
sea miles from Dunkirk, on the Bel- 
gian coast, stating that the warning 
light could not shine again until aid 
was received from shore. The captain 
of the steamer at once sent a second 
wireless message to La Panne, also 
on the coast of Belgium, whence it 
was forwarded to Dunkirk by the reg- 
ular telegraph line. A boat was dis- 
patched from Dunkirk to the lightship, 
and the repairs necessary to enable 
the signal light to burn were made.

McKinley and party resumed their 
journey toward New Orleans, leaving 
Memphis at an early hour this morn 
ing. Upon arrival here, the distin- 
guished tourists were given a demon- 
strative welcome, a mighty multitude 
participating. 
After a brief stop the 


presidential train started for the Cres 
cent City, which will be reached late 
this afternoon. 


At Memphis President and Mrs. Mc- 


Kinley and the cabinet were the recip- 
ients qf marked attention. 
All along 


the route there were enthusiastic 
crowds, and the chief executive, m re- 
sponse to calls, made brief speeches. 
At one point he said: 
. "What a mighty, resistless power 
for good is a united nation of free 
men. It makes for peace and prestige, 
for progress and liberty. It conserves 
the rights of the people and strength- 
ens the pillars of the government, and; 
is a fulfillment of that more perfect 
union for which our revolutionary- 
fathers strove and for which the con- 
stitution was made. No citizen of the 
republic rejoices more than I do at 
this happy, state, and none will do 
more within: his sphere to continue 
and strengthen it. Our past has gone 
into history. No brighter one:adorns 
the annals of mankind. Our task is 
for the future. .We leave the old cen- 
tury behind us, holding on to its 
achievements and .cherishing its mem- 
ories, and turn with hope to the new, 
with .its opportunities and obligations. 
These we must meet, men of the 
.south,.men of the north, with high 
purpose and resolution. Without inter- 
na) troubles to distract us or jeal- 
ousies to disturb bur judgment, we 
will solve the problems which con- 
front us untrammeled by the past, and 
wisely and courageously pursue a pol- 
icy of right and justice in all things, 
making the future uatler God even 
more glorious than the past" 


At several places jr-resident McKin- 


ley made touching references :to the 
blue and the gray. He paid glowing 
tribute to the southerners .for their 
patriotism and valor during the Span- 
ish-American war. The expansion of 
our domestic and foreign .trade was 
also touched upon.

During the morning, at the regular 


hour for the cabinet to assemble, the 
president summoned his advisers it)to 
the observation car, and there, behind 
closed doors, the first cabinet meeting 
on wheels was held. No important ad-

foreign dispatches in the papers were 
talked over and some of the details, 
as yet undetermined, were discussed. 


To Investigate Missions. 


Chicago, May 1.—William Edgar 


(Jell, who has been engaged by a num- 
ber of wealthy New Yorkers to study 
the social and religious conditions of 
various 
foreign 
countries, 
passed 


through Chicago on his way to San 
Francisco, whence he sails May 7 for 
China. The tour will cover 
three 


years, and special attention will l.-e 
given to the missionary methods pur- 
sued by the various religious denomi- 
nations, their needs, defects and meth- 
ods of work. The investigation which 
Mr. Ceil will make was induced prin- 
cipally by recent attacks on mission- 
aries and their work. 


Tolstoi's Reply. 


Paris, May 1.—The Temps publishes 


a two-column reply of Count Tolstoi 
to the decree of excommunication pro- 
nounced against him. It is dated 
Moscow, April 13. He says that »s a 
result of the decree he has received 
letters from ignorant people menacing 
him with death. He characterizes the 
decree as illegal or Intentionally equiv- 
ocal, arbitrary, unjustified and full of 
falsehoods. Moreover, he says It con- 
stitutes an instigation to evil senti- 
ments and deeds. Count Tolsloi de- 
nounces the practices of the church. 


Nihilistic Plot. 


Paris, May 1.—A dispatch to Le Soir 


says that a nihilistic plot was discov- 
ered in Warsaw, and that ramifica- 
tions of the conspiracy exist among 
all classes of Polish societies, and es- 
pecially among the workmen. Among 
the 600 arrests made there are several 
highly-placed personages. Martial law 
has been declared in the three towns 
occupied by th« Cossacks.

Oscar aardn«r*s Showing Disappoint* 


a Large Crowd. 


San Francisco, May 1.—Oscar Gard- 


ner wag knocked out In the fourth 
round of his bout with Terry McQor- 
ern for the featherweight champion- 
ship of the world. 'The match -was 
held under the auspices of the Twen- 
tieth Century club and 8,000 persons 
were on hand. McGovern forced the 
pace all through, landing blows at 
will. Gardner's swings were wild and 
Ineffective. Only two or tnree times 
did he land a good blow. Gardner 
took a terrific pummeling and went 
down repeatedly. In the fourth round 
Terry landed half a dozen rights and 
lefts on face and body. Gardner went 
down, struggled to his feet, and went 
down again. Gardner landed one good 
left on the body, but the blow only 
served to irritate Terry, who came 
back at him with lefts and rights in 
a perfect shower. Gardner received 
a hard right squarely in the pit of 
the stomach, and as he was falling 
Terry sent in a left to the jaw which 
ended the fight. Gardner lacked steam 
and was slow on his feet. 


Two Skirmishes. 


Cape Town. May 1. — Sir Oordon 


Sprlgg. the premier of Cape Colony, 
reports that 11 members of the West- 
trn Province rifles were attacked by. 
80 Boers near Brandvlei. Two were 
killed, three wounded and the remain- 
ler were captured. Commandant Ma- 
Ian, after a skirmish with Colonel 
Henniker's Victorians, in which the 
burghers are said to have suffered 
somewhat, retreated with the purpose 
of joining Scheeper's commando in 
West, Cradock. 
They were driven 


back, however, by the Cape mounted: 
riflemen, into Waterkloot The Brit- 
ish casualties were one killed and one 
wounded. 


Casualties at a Fire. 


Chicago. 
May i.—Five firemen 


were injured, one fatally, in a fire in 
the 8-story building at 141 South Clin- 
ton street Fred Stahl and Hans Mel- 
lenburg, pipemen, while trying to get 
a lead of hose to the top floor, fell 
from the third story to the ground. 
Stahl's leg was broken and his back 
was Injured. 
Mellenburg's leg was 


broken and he was badly bruised. The 
other three were cut by falling glass. 
The loss on building and stock of the 
Paragon Novelty company amounted 
to 125,000. 


Big .Oil Strikes. 


Ogden, Utah. May 1.—M. De Lessin- 


ger, who has just returned from the 
oil region extending from Piedmont, 
on the Union Pacific, to north of Fos- 
sil, on the Oregon Short line; a dis- 
tance of 36 miles, reports great excite- 
ment over the discoveries made near 
Piedmont and the surface oil wells or 
springs found around Fossil, and a 
great rush is being made to stake 
claims. The petroleum brought to the 
surface in boring for water east of 
Chaspen tunnel is said to be worth $6 
a barrel in a crude state. 


Famous Ballplayer's Death. 


Middletown, N. Y., May l.--Thomas 


O. Esterbrook, formerly of the New 
Tork baseball club, jumped from the 
window of a train near Tuxedo, while 
being conveyed to the. state hospital 
for the insane. He died in the hos- 
pital 
liere. Esterbrook. who 
was 


known as "Dude" Esterbrook. was 
with the old Metropolitan club, and 
afterwards third baseman for the Na- 
tlotml league club of New York. 


.Another Gusher. 


Beaumont, Tex., May 1.—Informa- 


tion was received here that an oil 
gusher was struck at Sulphur, La., 45 
miles east of Beaumont, on the South- 
ern Pacific railroad. The oil is heavy 
and black in appearance, and when it 
broke loose it. went to the top of "the 
derrick, 00 feet high. 


Overdose of Chloral. 


Birmingham, Ala.. May 1.—Mrs. C. 


B. Hainlin, wife of the general man- 
ager of the American Bridge company, 
died at the Hotel Tavern from' the ef- 
fects of an overdose of chloral taken 
to relieve neuralgia of the stomach, 
from which she was a sufferer.
